CANAL TREATY REJECTED 



COLOMBIAN SENATE 
FUSES TO RATIFY

Amerl en n Minister ileanpre at Bog'ota 
Sends Word • 1 hat " the L Pact 
^U De rented. 

. •;" The Panama canal treaty has been re- 
jected : unanimously by' the Colombian 
congress. - ■ : ■' 

-, -'A cablegram dated Aug. 12 has been re- 
ceived at the state department from Min- 
ister Beaupre' at Bogota, saying -that the. 
Panama canal treaty has been rejected by 
tho Colombian senate. 

President * Roosevelt was immediately 
advised of the news, Mr. . Beaupro's tele- 
gram being" forwarded by Acting Secretary 
Loomis to Oyster Bay. 

Very little additional information con- 
cerning the action of the Colombian senate 
could be obtained at the state department. 
Mr, Loomis was not at the department .to- 
day,' the statement being made that be 
bad' gone away' for a few daj'B on business. 
Mr. Adee, acting secretary, would not dis- 
cuss Colombian affairs, nor indicate what 
course the United States would pursue, 

The information in , tho cablegram of 
Minister ,'Beau'pre was in eagre, and' there 
was no intimation^ whether, the. treaty 
might not again be brought up for consid- 
eration. ,- r -;.' 

Section 4 of the isthmian canal act pro- 
vides th'at'ehould the. president be unable 
to obtain n satisfactory title to the property 
of the New Panama Canal company and 
control of the necessarry territory and", tbe 
rights necessary to the construction of ' the 
canal from the republic of Colombia, be 
shall make the" necessary treaties; with 
Costa Rica and Nicaragua and proceed with 
the construction of a canal by the Nica- 
raguan route. .. 

It will be impossible for President Mar- 
roquin to submit again "the treaty to tbe 
Colombian congress in ita present form. 
The sflnatabaving rejected it, the treaty 
can net again come before, that body ex- 
cept by tbe Benate'a own vote. "•■ 

President Marrbjiuin," however, can Bend 
the treaty, slightly amended, fo the senate 
and reopen 'the canal debate." It is believe) 
at the Colombian legation' that President 
Marrdquin -will' adopt some 'such procedurl 
■ Tbe Panama canal treaty with Colombia 
was signed by the secretary of stata and 
by* Dr :* Herf anT "the Col o'mbla n cha'rge'd'df- 
fairea, on Jan. 22. 

- Besides paying the French Panama com- 
pany WO.OOO.OOO, our government agreed 
to pay. n' bonus of fciO.OQO.OOO. to*. the re- 
public of Colombia, and make" a regular 
yearly payment of $250,000. ,. 
< By the treaty, there was to be established 
a zone of territory . about six miles' wide 
for the canal -;purpoBet^- but. the'- United 
States "was to" acquire no governmental 
authority joyer the., atrip, - Colombia also 
was to retain full authority over the cities 
of Colon *and Panama, at either end of the 
caaal. r r ~- ; - - - ■'. ■ 

The ordinary tribunals of Colombia were 
to have jurisdiction over the. district, but 
.the United States was to have power to 
establish tribunals for the. bearing of rases 
involving our own citizens. In case "of a 
controversy between a citizen of the United' 
States and a citizen of Colombia, the diffi- 
culty would be'heard and be settled ; by a 
joint tribunal of American "and Colombian 
judges. Various sanitary obligations were 
to be assumed by the United States/ '

Trains Meet In Head-End Collision- -- 
: One Killed; Thirty-Four are Hurt, 
Three Fatally. 

■While running at full Bpeed on a single 
track, under overlapping or'derr, two . paa* 
Beugertrains ou the Cbicogb, Milwauke & 
St. Paul railroad met in ahead-end collis- 
ion Monday morning about 9 d 'clock be-, 
tween Round Lake andvLong Lake. Ex- 
press Messenger R. r Ml North way, on the 
east-bound train, was instantly killed, and 
Engineer Milto Twichell may die. - 

As soon as an engine could; reach tbe 
scene'.of the .wreck the 'rear cara'.of the 
west-bound train were loaded with tbe 
dead and injured and. taken to Chicago. 
In the meantime a local physician, assisted 
by many willing bands', administered to 
those in a critical condition. . "Many were 
unconscious from tbe effect of- the. Bhock 
and several women fainted." ' 
. Among those who reside along, the road 
and in the neighborhood of Fox Lake" who 
were injured were : Mjs." Mary.M.Atwell, 
Grays Lake, arm broken, cut and bruised; 
John Logan,- Elgin, cut and bruised; Wm. 
Jackson , Fox Lake; . Otto . M uebrke, . .Fox 
Lake, foot crushed; Mrs: Geo. Thompson; 
Grays Lake, besides* about thirty others 
who reside in Chicago nnd other cities, 
were more "or less injured. 
. Both trains were filled with passengers. 
Tbe eastbound train carrying the :Monday 
morning load of business men from their 
summer homes to their offices' in" Chicago. 
The westbound train was taking. those who 
were just beginning their vacations to the 
resorts farther north. The: conductor- of. 
the eastbound train received ordera at Long 
Lake to meet. the westbound train at Lib- 
erlyyille. At. Round Lake the conductor 
of the westbound train bad orders to meet 
at Long Lake. The eastbound train is a 
very fast train; and was rounding the curve 
one mile west of Round Lake, -when tbe 
engineer saw the other train only a hun- 
dred yards away, ■ , .* 

■Both, engineers applied the airbrakes and 
jumped; The firemen of both trains stayed 
at their posts and reversed their, engines. 
The two engines crashed tbgethei, teles- 
coping the baggage cars, and piling. up the 
two express cars in a mass of ruin. Esca p- 
ingateam -folio wed-by fire-added- tort he 
danger.- With" chemicajs and axe? the. fire 
was soon extinguished; and ' the', members 
of the crew, who were buried beneath the 
wreckage, were extricated. The- officials 
of the road are endeavor jug W* ascertain 
where the mistake was made, and on whom 
.to fix the blame. -^--

An Aid in Clonllltic: WellB. 

Every fanner should have bis well 
good and clean for the w filter months. 
Hero Is a design for a' handy well der- 
rick. The scantlings nre 12 feet long 
2x4 Inches thick, mado of elm. The 
three pieces nt each : end anil the mid- 
dle nre -1x4 Inches, also of hardwood, 
spiked to the scautllug. A, IK lllc h 
hole Is bored nt the top about 14 
Inch 03 from the cud. Another hole, 
the same sb-.o, Is bored at the bottom 
about life feet from the ciid. 

The cut shows the derrick set tip for 
use. The logs nre 11' feet long, 4 inches! 
thick, and of good solid timber. A \\\ 
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Inch holo is bored through ahe top for 
tho holt lo go through. Tho inside 
part of t<o leg where tho holo Is bored 
should be made llko a wedge, so as to 
at closely ngninst the scantlings. The 
pulleys arc 12 Inches In dlanjetcr, nnd 
nre mndc of wood. The rope should be 
put over i lie iop pulley mid under the 
bottom pulley. The legs should be 
sunk In the ground so thnt they will 
not slide and let the derrick fall. A 
good strong hook should bo securely 
fiiBlcucd on tho rope. A steady horse 
can operate this all right, once it Is 
understood.— Harry II. Foslle In Ohio 
Kh rin or. 



A Cheap I'riiir. 
Wiillc there are some drags on the 
market thnt are very desirable, It is 
possible to have a houie-inmlc one that 
Is quite ns good and which will cost 
considerable- less than tho boughten 
one. Such a drag la shown In the Il- 
lustration, nnd is made of two strips 
of timber and three fence posts. These 
posts may be of any bIzo desired to 
give tho needed weight; indeed, by 
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making several of these drags :0f posts 
of different weights, one in ay have a 
dnig-for" almost any use. Tho cross- 
pieces arc spiked on so that the posts 
arc nbout a foot apart nud, a's will 
bo noticed from- the Illustration, the 
posts are placed so 'that the rather 
slmrp edges are forward, which pre- 
vents clogging.

If not colored nrtlfl- 
clnlly (note tho word artificially), then 
the tax shall be Vi of a cent a. pound; 
Manufacturers hnve shrewdly found 
a way around tho law by using in- 
gredlciits whtc,h give the product a 
crenm color Btiillclentiy like butter, 
especially during the winter, to pass 
readily for the genuine article. It Is 
an open question whether or no tho 
Ingredients used to obtain this color 
make the product more dcslrnblc as n 
food. The -main fact is that no nrtl : 
ucltil coloring Is used and hence tho 
spirit of the law Is null! lied.- Tito only 
apparent way out of the difficulty 
would seem to bo to amend the law 
so that it would be a misdemeanor for 
oleo to be colored In nny wny so that 
It approached (lie color of butter. It is 
to be regretted that the amendment 
proposed when tho bill was under dis- 
cussion, tmtuely, thnt oloo bo colored 
some shade that would absolutely 
Identify It, could not have been passed. 
Tim matter as It now stands Is n seri- 
ous one for dairymen and They should 
get In conimunlcatlon with their Con- 
gressmen so that some "way may be 
fouud'of properly arid thoroughly pro- 
tecting dairy interests.

Now, ns always, 
hustle nnd good judgment aro hotter 
than n bend full of new notions with- 
out these qualities. System, order, 
promptness, honesty, shrewdness, econ- 
omy, self-control, tact to manage work- 
men, all such "nre strictly, business 
qualities, nnd nre likewise. tho foun- 
dation of nny great success-' In ''farm- 
ing. Only nature and .experience can 
Inipart moat of thesc^iSseuthlis, hence 
the experiment stnHohV^a'y nothing 
about them. Ilut they nro as import- 
ant as ever. An engineer without a 
locomotive and steam will not get on 
very fast, neither wll| expert agricul- 
tural knowledge succeed without busi- 
ness qualities.

States and territories of the Union. ' 

To remedy, or to try to remedy, this 
awful ttatc of tilings, there is to bo a 
union of the clergy of* nil denominations 
— Roman Cnthollc, Idpiscopnlian, prcsby- " 
tcrlnn, Methodist. and many ntherr.. At-, 
ready a sub-corn mil tec has been formed. ' 
It Is to be a syndicate of churches of dif- 
ferent beliefs, working Bide by side. 

It Is to bo n unloii of courtesy, not of 
law, civil or ecclesiastical. Briefly, when 
'a dcrgymau of any church, whatever, the 
denomination, refuscit tu miirry a divorc- 
ed person, clergymen In nil other 
churchcr. in the syndicate will by courte- 
sy respect his" action and likcwlsu refusto 
to perform the ceremony.

The. days of tha crisp bank nott a« 
numbered. Inroad of being crisp, tht 
money which tile 'govemmcut bureauol 
erigrnTlng and printing will hereafter 
turn out witl be soft nnd velvety, If ■ Im- 
portant experiments which 'arc now being 
conducted In the presence of- treasury o(fl- 
cinls for the purpose of demonstrating 
tho advantages of a novel chemical treat- 
ment for paper prove 'satisfactory. Tho 
prediction Is made that the experiments. 
will provo satisfactory, so they have 
been almost completed, The result of 
tlic nddptlon of tbo new secret process 
will bo to revolutionize a portion of iht 
work connected with the printing of th* 
paper money of the United States. Un- 
der the new process' Jt will take Just ibc- 
ty do ys* less time to manufacture a bank 
note than under the present method. Un- 
der the "present process of printing paper 
money the pnper has to be thoroughly 
soaked In water. While It Is In this 
soaked condition one side of tho bill Is 
printed. Tho uheet la then placed la a' 
steam room and kept under a high tem- 
perature for thirty days, tha tluao noceo- 
■ory for tho Ink to dry. The sheet U 
again soaked as In the first Instance and 
the rcrcrsc side of the bill printed, Tho 
80-day drying process then has to bo re- 
peated. In cases where a third Impres-

Tho luk loses none of Its luster when op-' 
piled to the paper, as under the aid pro- 
cess, aud Is thoroughly dry within forty-* 
eight hours after the printing Is dene. 

"The number of applicants, especially 
of women, for clerical placer, in excessive. 
In stenography and typewriting only 
those .women who pass with an average 
percentage above 88 have any prospect 
of appointment. The supply of male ell- 
gib tea hi stenography aud typewriting b 
barely equal to tlic demand, and malo ap- 
plicants proficient as stenographers and 
typewriters have much greater prospects 
of appointment than other applicants." 
These arc the words of discouragement 
ottered to -women by tho Civil Service 
Commission in Its report Issued for the 
fiscal year which ended on Juno 30. Tbo 
number of women who took tho examina- 
tion for clerk during the year was 1,003. 
Of these women 820 passed tho examina- 
tion, but only nineteen were appointed. 
Men. who took tbo amne examination 
number 2,030. Of theso 1,75-1 paused nnd 
124 were appointed, Male applicants for 
porJtions us stenographers nn inhered 410; 
of these 130 passed and forty- four were 
appointed. The number of women who 
took tho came examination was 202. SeY- 
cntyecven of these passed mul five of 
Mseiu received appointments. Malo appli- 
cant* for the combined portion of sten- 
ographer nnd typewriter number -840. .Of 
these 160 passed tho examination nnd 
were appointed. The number, of women 
Who took tho combined examination was 
845. Eighty-coven of them paiFed and 
fifty-two oftheso were appointed. The 
number of women who took examinations 
for tho position of typewriter during the 
year was 22d. One hundred and ten of 
these women passed the examination, but 
only fourteen were appointed. The num- 
ber/of nicn who took the examination 
was 40J; ' Of these 217- passed and 110 
were appointed -to. government positions..

TORNADO DEVASTATES FARMS.

nenvy damage was done by n tornado 
which swept tbo country ten miles south- 
west of Norfolk,- Nob, Tho house of n 
farmer of. tbo name of Krigcr was demol- 
ished, Mrs. Krlger w-ns-rerlously Injured, 
nud one of the children hurt. Fields of 
corn wore destroyed and outbuildings 
blown away. Tbe storm struck the farm 
of Albert Bcrgluud, near Newman 
Grove. All tho outhouses were toFilly 
destroyed, including the barn, blacksmith 
shop find shells. The machinery on the 
place was wrecked and scattered. Peter 
Bergtund was standing In the door of 
tlie blacksmith shop when tho storm 
struck it, and was carried some distance 
with the building. The only Injury be 
Buffered wns a broken arm. 

The storm readied lis greatest furynt 
thu form of Lonls Kvnm, where a large 
barn was wrecked, not enough of It be- 
ing left tn one piece to make an ordinary 
door. A quantity of barley In the gran- 
ary wns carried 150 feot and scattered on 
the ground. The rest of tho burn wni 
strown over tho country for half a mite. 
Two horses were picked up by Hie wind, 
carried some distance, and killed. Twen- 
ty-fire or thirty hogs wero also killed. 

Traffic between -the Kansas Cities wns 
practically suspended- Saturday, nil the 
temporary pile bridges erected after" the 
great flood In Juno hnvlng been endan- 
gered by n rlro In tlie Kansas River, the 
result of continuous heavy rains. 

The stopping of traffic oyer the 'tem- 
porary bridges caused a. rush for tbe flow 
line bridge, which supports' tbo pipe car- 
ry lag. the city's wntcr supply, Tho gates 
nt each end of tho bridge wero torn off 
in the anxiety of those seeking to get. 
across. Tho bridge la a comparatively 
frail structure, and at one time there 
were nearly S00 pennua on, It. There 
wns danger of tbe bridge falling,- and it 
became necessary to null up- ;tTio/ gates 
and force persons from the 'itrujctnrc. 

The James- street bridge, the only 
mentis of street car communication be- 
tween tbo two Kansas City a, went out 
Monday morning, Tho bridge hud been 
weakened by -tho high water and gave 
jivny when struck by o .groat mass "of 
driftwood carried in from -the west by 
tho trwlft current. The James street 
bridge was built of piles to replace one 
carried out. by the June flood. Part of 
the Belt Lino bridge collapsed Sunday. 

At Armourdnjc, which wna literally 
willed out in tho. June Hood, (tie river 
was fourteen foet above low wntcr mark 
and seven feet higher Hum Iho lowest 
mark recorded since June, At Abilene 
the water wvis two fcct-dccp on 4th and 
Oth si reels, and many • cellars wore 
flooded. r

Turkish. raldlers have .cast hundreds of 
Bulgariiui priests and educators and 
thousniidi] of other innocent' persons into 
prison, burned Bulgarian towJis, attack- 
ed Bulgarian women without number and 
spread desolation and oppression through- 
out 'four 'vilayets,' often times collecting 
tares for years iu advance. 

Bliovr Horrors In Detail. 

Specific ca*og nro cited to show ths 
horrors endured by the peoplo nt tho 
bands of- the Turkish troops, All are 
officially -guaranteed to lie" truthful, the- 
facts having been gathered by Bulgarian 
consuls or other agents dud given to the 
powers with a View to showing thnt Bui-' 
garia Is not to blnme for the Macedonian 
revolt against Turkish rule. ': 

Ho confident t? the Bulgarian govern- 
ment of Its accusations that U challenges 
Turkey, to disprove a single charge. The 
memorandum has inmle.ii strong impres- 
sion in diplomatic circles. Tho Austrian 
diplomatic agent has' already called on 
the premier to express his anxiety re- 
garding the results that may ensue from 
Its publlcatlnn- The French nnd Italian

An imperial Iradc has been Issued by 
the Sultan of Turkey calling out fifty-two 
additional battailous of troops (about 52,- 
000 men) from the European provinces of 
Tit.*koy In consequence of tho spread of 
Insurrection in Macedonia.

Jolt and "Wltlte Convicted hy Jury of 
Murdering Juhich If. Mnrciim. 

The jtin* In the case of Curtis Jett and 
Thomas White, charged with the assas- 
sination of Jnmcs B. Marcuni at Jack- 
son, Ky.j returned a. verdict of- guilty, 
fixing tho 'punishment on each nt life 
im prison men t. The verdict was returned 
at a time when there were few persons 
Is the court room. The only attorney 
proton t wns County Attorney Webster. 

Jclt received Uio verdict with compar- 
ative indifference aud calmness. White, 
who hns been apparently under n severe 
strain during tho trial, II oh hod up and 
his eyes filled with tears, 

Attorney Golden for. the defense stat- 
ed that a motion for a new trial would 
be made ns soon as possible. The gen- 
eral opinion seeing to he thnt tho motion 
wUl bo overruled by the court and that 
It will then go to the Court of Appeals. 
Tho verdict on the whole Is regarded as 
a victory for the defence, ns tho prosecu- 
tion asked that no middle ground be tak- 
en mid thnt the men cither go acquitted 
or be hanged. 

The case has been on trial almost three 
vceks. At the first trial at Jackson tho 
Jury disagreed and it is believed that the 
Inter verdict wns a compromise with a 
Juror opposed to capital punishment. 

There ; hnvo been twenty-seven lives 
lost within the pnRt two years in the 
Hnrgls-Coekerllt feiul in Breathitt Coun- 
ty ami this Is the first conviction. No 
arrests or Indictments hnd been made un- 
til last May when the troops wotc or- 
dered to Jackson to protect the grand 
jury nnd afterward the trial jury and 
witnesses, Jett Is still under indictment 
for first degree murder for killing Town 
Marshal Cockerlll. Friends of tho, de- 
fend ants' i-li owed such relief ns to tcavo 
no doubt of their previous npprckcuslon 
of the death penalty. 



PANAMA ROUTE IN PERIL. 



Amendment* Adopted In Colombia 
May Cause Choice of Nlcnrasun, 
The Pnnnmn canal treaty has practi- 
cally been killed by Colombia and It 1b 
thought thnt President Roosevelt will se- 
lect tho Nicaragua route. Colombia 
struck a deathblow to the Panama routo 
when tbo congressional committee hav- 
ing the treaty under consideration adopt- 
ed nine amendments, any one of which 
will be fatal to tho treaty, owing to the 
Impossibility of securing their adoption 
by tlm United States Senate, which must 
accept or reject them. Officials of tho 
Department of Stntc and Scnor Gerrari, 
the Colombian charge d'affaires In Wash- 
ington, are In the dark as to the exact 
nature' of these amendments. From mea- 
ger and mutilated official dispatches It Is 
known that tho two principal ones pro- 
vide for a large Increase In the bonus 
demanded of the United States for tho 
strip through which to construct tlio wat- 
erway, and prohibit the Colombian gov- 
ernment giving the United States abso- 
lute control over this territory. 



RURAL DELIVERY GROWING,

Fostmnster General Payne- has hnd 
prepared a statement showing tho status 
of the rural free delivery scrvlca through- 
out the country.

^Everything physical being equal/ It 
"is "established" that the man who' Is 
engaged In", professional ^yrork will 
grow gray Sooner'tbon, will the man 
who earns his bread by. the literal 
sweat of his brow. Thus, by implica- 
tion the man .who has more and "hard- 
er' brain work than another — more 
worries, more troubles, more difficult 
thoughts, less vitality, in proportion— 
this Is the Individual and the profes- 
sion that soonest are marked by gray 
hairs. 

"But who' shall decide which Is 
which?" nsks Dr. I. N. Danforth, who 
has made a study of -both bald and 
gray heads. "The doctor and the law- 
yer and the minister and the business 
man and the -whole category of men 
are witling to gj on record as being the 
victims of the hardest possible occu- 
pations, 

"Thus far, ' however, one may ba 
certain: In the professions generally 
there aTe three groups which may bo 
taken up as suggestive of the manner 
in which heads grow -white, . First of 
these are the representatives who are 
on the outskirts of even moderate 
success of life. They have the' bur- 
den of living more than, the burden ot 
ambitions. They have to work hard- 
er toward making the end of things 
meet than they work toward attain-, 
ment of their skill as professional 
men. These aro of the class which 
get gray early even if there be no 
disposition on the part of their an- 
cestry to become. gray early In life. 
Just to the extent that they are sus- 
ceptible to the worries nnd plnchlngs 
of life, to that extent they become 
gray and prematurely old. 

"Another class are the happy men. 
They are capable, of bounded ambi- 
tions, and are content with the suc- 
cesses that come to men who bore 
with small augurs and learn. well the 
philosophy of living for ease and com- 
fort. They have horizons that are 
wide enough, they have learned . to 
avoid cares, and between working 
well and not worrying they never 
grow gray! you will see them long 
after the allotted span of life scarce- 
ly any gray hairs and with small 
trace of baldness. 

"That third type of professional 
men belongs to the top of the profes- 
sional ladder the world over. Their 
brains axe filled with surging Ideas; 
there Is no rest foe the gray matter 
within their skulls; before -blood-nu- 
trition can get-to-tbeThalr It Is cut 
oil and " subverted to the use of the 
brain until the logical result of years 
el this Is either gray hair or no hair 
at. all. There is a disposition to bald- 
ness instead of grayness, but In many 
ways the two conditions are brought 
about by the same causes, 

"In general- the man who thinks 
will bo gray before the man- who 
works without thinklDg. To the ex- 
tent that the thinker falls to take 
exercise, Is sedentary in his work and 
habits, and allows his system to lapse 
in tone, Jug t to_tha^xJt<njt he will be- 
come prematurely gray." 

."As a factor In grayqoss, however, 
.heredity has more to do with It than 
anything else. In my 'own family 
everybody- had been In the habit of 
getting gray or bald at 40, and as a 
.result I am a good deal of both," 

Logically and nf/fcu rally gray hairs 
may be expected ".foi appear on the 
temples at 35 or 40 years old. Drown- 
Sequard is an authority for the state- 
ment that the first of these gray hairs 
turn white In a night His. observa- 
tion Is baaed upon the white threads 
that appeared In his own beard. Look- 
ing in the mirror one morning, he dis- 
covered a single white hair that was 
not there the night before. Ho not 
only pulled It out, but before going to 
bed again ho made a careful search 
for other white hairs. Satisfied' that 
none was left ho went to sleep again, 
only to find that while he slept two 
other gray hairs bad turned whlto In 
the same area where he had marked 
the first 

In this way Dr. Brown-Sequard bo- 
comes to an extent sponsor for- the 
etory of tho man whose hnlr turned 
white in a night, caused from fright 
This is"the. v Btory which dermatolo- 
gists In all time have shied at, but 
which at the same "time has been oa 
a much stronger footing than any* 
thing in. the line ot ghosts, sea ser- 
pents ' or me'nnaids',— Chicago Tri- 
bune.

As he did so the biggest trout 
In .the tank turned a handspring on 
Its fins and went flopping toward tho 
bar, three others followed, and sev- 
eral more wore tumbling around on 
the floor beside .the. tank, Some of 
those In the pool, were jumping clear 
over the beer *iegs. Some were land- 
ing on top of them and sliding down 
the sides, and all were heating tho 
water, splashing, and rolling over, and 
chasing each other ilko mad. 

Two males were fighting. They 
had their Jaws locked together and 
the water was streaked with blood.

- One. only "Is 
dead, It was found under, a keg;
